Supervisors  McAteer  and  McCarty  noted  present  at  2: 10  p.  m. 
Appointment  of  President  Pro  Tern. 

Supervisor  Halley  moved  the  appointment  of  Supervisor  Arnold  as 
President  Pro  Tern.  Motion  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ertola  and 
carried  by  the  following  vote:

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended 
to  Supervisor  Marvin  E.  Lewis. 

Supervisor  Lewis:  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Board,  this 
is  undoubtedly  the  last  time  I  will  address  you  inside  the  railing  of 
these  Chambers.  I  only  wish  Supervisor  George  Christopher  were 
here  today  because  out  of  the  original  members  of  the  Board,  only 
George  and  myself  remain  of  that  group.  Edward  Mancuso  was  also 
a  member  of  that  group  but  I  see  Mr.  Mancuso  sitting  on  the  other 
side  of  the  railing  and  he  is  now  Public  Defender.  I  am  going  to 
take  away  many  cherished  memories  of  the  time  spent  in  these 
Chambers,  and  my  many  discussions  in  the  affairs  of  the  Board.  I  am 
happy  to  say  there  never  was  any  animosity  between  the  members 
of  the  Board  and  never  any  personalities  and  we  voted  the  way  we 
saw  fit.  There  are  many  trying  days  ahead  and  this  is  a  great  chal- 
lenge.   You   must  make  up  your   minds  on   the   question   of   traffic, 
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of  parking,  and  most  important,  the  problem  of  moving  people.  I  say 
San  Francisco  is  fortunate  in  having  the  caliber  of  men  it  has  on 
this  Board  of  Supervisors.  I  want  to  thank  every  member  of  the 
Board  for  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  to  assure  you  that  I  am 
proud  to  have  been  a  member  of  this  Board.

Supervisor  McAteer  explained  that  he  could  not  understand  why 
the  city  could  not  do  the  work  instead  of  hiring  outside  help;  how- 
ever, if  outside  help  is  considered  necessary,  why  had  not  considera- 
tion been  given  to  those  who  live  either  in  San  Francisco  or  in  the 
bay  area.  The  Supervisor  produced  a  directory  of  consulting  engineers 
whose  services  may  be  available,  and  pointed  out  that  he  would  vote 
against  the  pending  appropriation  as  well  as  ones  in  the  future 
unless  he  is  convinced  that  qualifications  of  local  engineers  are  in- 
sufficient to  cope  with  existing  requirements.

Statement  by  Mayor  Regarding  Information  Requested  Concerning  Past 
Activities  of  Congressional  Legislative  Representative. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  accorded  his  Honor,  Mayor  Elmer 
E.  Robinson,  who  made  a  lengthy  statement  in  answer  to  a  request 
made  by  Supervisor  Carberry  with  respect  to  the  past  activities  and 
accomplishments  of  Congressional  Legislative  Representative  Francis 
V.  Keesling,  Jr.  The  Mayor  emphasized  the  excellent  work  performed 
by  Mr.  Keesling  and  declared  that  he  favored  the  continuance  of 
such  a  position  on  a  part-time  basis  and  that  in  appointing  former 
Supervisor  Marvin  E.  Lewis  to  the  post,  effective  on  the  approaching 
resignation  of  Mr.  Keesling,  he  believed  the  best  interests  of  the  city 
would  be  served  in  the  legislative  halls  of  Congress. 

Supervisor  Christopher  stated  he  would  prefer  to  see  the  position 
on  a  full-time  basis  due  to  his  belief  that  a  part-time  attorney  might 
find  himself  serving  some  of  his  clients  whose  interests  might  con- 
flict with  those  of  the  city,  and  thus  be  in  the  unenviable  position 
of  serving  two  masters.  He,  however,  assured  the  Mayor  that  he 
intended  to  go  along  and  vote  for  the  appointment  of  Marvin  E. 
Lewis  as  a  part-time  Congressional  Legislative  Representative. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  next  extended  to  former  Mayor 
Roger  D.  Lapham,  who  likewise  spoke  at  some  length,  dwelling  par- 
ticularly on  the  necessity  of  having  a  qualified  man  at  Washington,

Supervisor  McCarty  pointed  out  that  the  city's  representatives  in 
Congress  were  busy  enough  without  saddling  them  with  the  addi- 
tional duties  of  pursuing  every  matter  which  involved  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  and,  in  many  cases,  necessitated  conferences 
with  various  persons,  bureaus  and  commissions. 
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Supervisor  Carberry  mentioned  that  he  had  informed  Supervisor 
Lewis  upon  the  letter's  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  that 
he  intended  to  write  the  Mayor  for  a  summary  of  accomplishments 
by  the  present  Congressional  Legislative  Representative,  Francis  V. 
Keesling,  Jr.  He  further  stated  he  listened  attentively  to  what  the 
Mayor  said  regarding  the  activities  of  Mr.  Keesling  as  well  as  the 
remarks  made  by  former  Mayor  Roger  D.  Lapham  on  the  subject. 
Supervisor  Carberry  mentioned  he  had  received  a  communication 
from  Mr.  Keesling  in  response  to  a  request  from  him,  pertaining  to 
his  activities,  and  suggested  that  the  letter  be  sent  to  the  appropriate 
committee  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  advisability  of  placing 
the  position  on  a  full-time  basis.  He  mentioned  one  point,  however, 
that  Mr.  Keesling  had  suggested  that  the  Mayor  appoint  a  Citizens' 
Committee  to  assist  in  the  work  of  protecting  the  city's  interest  in 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Supervisor  Christopher  asked  that  his  statement  made  on  De- 
cember 27.  1954.  when  this  matter  was  considered,  be  repeated  for 
the  record,  as  follows: 

Members  of  the  Board,  permit  me  to  make  a  statement,  for  the 
record,  on  the  matter  of  Supervisor  Lewis'  proposed  appointment 
to  the  office  of  Congressional  Legislative  Representative. 

In  reiteration  of  my  views  expressed  some  four  years  ago  and  often 
expressed  since  then,  the  fact  is  I  have  often  wondered  first  of  all, 
as  to  the  necessity  for  the  presence  of  a  representative  in  Washing- 
ton, but  in  voting  for  it,  I  felt  that  if  there  were  any  doubts,  the 
benefit  of  such  doubts  should  be  given  the  Mayor;  therefore  I  voted 
for  it. 

Then  there  was  also  the  question  in  my  mind  if  we  did  need  a 
representative  in  Washington,  whether  the  position  should  be  full- 
or  part-time.  If  we  did  need  a  representative  at  all,  it  was  my 
opinion  that  it  should  be  a  full-time  one,  so  that  there  would  not  be 
any  conflict  if  he  had  to  represent  the  city  against  one  of  his  clients. 

The  third  point  is  the  ability  of  our  representative  to  get  along 
with  our  two  Congressmen  so  that  there  would  not  be  any  bickering 
that  might  impair  our  activities.  With  these  mental  reservations,  I 
shall  vote  for  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Lewis.

Supervisor  Ertola  asserted  that  the  measure  intended  a  trial  period 
only  and  that  if  such  period  failed  to  substantiate  the  feasibility  of 
such  a  plan,  the  Board  could  refuse  to  extend  it,  or  could  attempt 
other  methods. 

Supervisor  Dobbs:  I  feel  that  the  question  of  damage  is  being 
overlooked.  The  picture  has  not  changed  since  last  Monday.  I  have 
the  highest  respect  for  our  various  city  agencies  but  unfortunately, 
damage  to  business  is  not  within  their  orbit  to  determine.  What  is 
being  asked  today  is  to  damage  these  businessmen  and  then  deter- 
mine how  much  damage  has  been  done.  The  Board  should  approve 
a  lesser  procedure  of  damaging  these  businesses  and  it  would  be  a 
more  orderly  and  proper  approach  to  the  problem.  I  haven't  seen 
any  evidence  that  would  change  my  mind.  I  hope  the  Board  will 
be  consistent  and  reaffirm  its  position  taken  last  Monday. 

Supervisor  McAteer  queried  Otto  Meyer,  Director  of  Traffic,  as  to 
the  reason  the  Police  Department  prefers  to  make  Post  and  O'Farrell 
Streets  one-way  streets. 

The  Director  of  Traffic  replied  that  the  proposed  one-way  street 
pattern  was  for  the  purpose  of  providing  ingress  to  and  egress  from 
the  Golden  Triangle  Area. 

Supervisor  McAteer  suggested  that  a  committee  be  set  up  com- 
posed of  Phil  Landis  of  the  San  Francisco  Parking  and  Transit 
Council,  Joseph  D.  Sullivan  of  the  Hotel  Employers'  Association  and 
a  third  party,  and  that  such  committee  submit  a  progress  report 
every  thirty  days.

The  Clerk  read  a  wire  from  the  San  Francisco  Real  Estate  Board, 
objecting  to  the  proposed  redevelopment  of  the  28-block  area  in 
which  the  Wholesale  Produce  Market  was  located. 

Supervisor  Arnold  pointed  out  that  it  was  the  Real  Estate  Board's 
desire  that  further  study  should  be  given  to  the  proposed  enlarged 
area;  that  about  one  thousand  property  owners  had  no  knowledge 
of  the  pending  measure  which  embraced  an  area  greater  than  that 
covered  by  the  Wholesale  Produce  Market.  The  Supervisor  likewise 
mentioned  that  he  had  received  many  other  letters  and  phone  calls 
protesting  adoption  of  the  subject  measure. 

He  thereupon  moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Halley,  that  the 
measure  be  re-referred  to  committee  and  that  all  interested  parties 
be  notified  and  afforded  an  opportunity  to  express  their  positions. 

Supervisor  Carberry  asked  Supervisor  Arnold  to  explain  his  posi- 
tion with  respect  to  the  development  of  the  Diamond  Heights  and 
Western  Addition  areas,  which  was  done. 

Supervisor  McAteer  next  discussed  the  various  steps  which  must 
be  taken  to  effectuate  a  redevelopment  program,  directing  his  re- 
marks to  the  various  property  owners  and  interested  parties  seated 
in  the  Chambers.  He  assured  them  that  the  adoption  of  the  pending 
measure  would  not  cloud  title  to  their  respective  holdings,  and  that 
in  the  course  of  the  several  steps  to  be  taken,  a  public  hearing  before 
the  Board  was  mandatory,  at  which  time  all  interested  parties  would 
be  heard.    He  likewise  mentioned  that  a  public  hearing  before  the 
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Redevelopment  Agency  was  mandatory  prior  to  adoption  of  the 
Tentative  Plan  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Supervisor  McCarty  asked  Director  of  Planning  Paul  Oppermann 
if  the  Director  would  recommend  that  the  pending  measure  be  re- 
referred  to  committee  for  further  study.  Mr.  Oppermann  replied 
that  he  would  not  so  recommend. 

Supervisor  McCarty  stated  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  request  of 
Supervisor  Arnold  to  re-refer  the  matter  to  committee  constituted 
an  attempt  to  rewrite  the  law.  Re-reference  merely  meant  a  waste 
of  time  and  duplication  of  effort.  All  interested  parties  will  have 
ample  opportunity  to  be  heard  before  the  Board. 

Supervisor  Arnold  stressed  the  importance  of  correctly  initiating 
the  proceedings;  that  if  the  first  step  was  wrong,  the  members  of  the 
Board  should  not  be  burdened  with  the  remainder  of  the  required 
steps.  The  people  involved  have  millions  invested  and  they  haven't 
the  time  to  keep  watch  on  the  City  Hall  or  on  the  Board  calendars. 
If  the  first  step  is  wrong,  why  delay,  as  has  been  the  case  with  other 
redevelopment  projects.  The  Supervisor  mentioned  that  the  City  has 
been  buying  land  at  McLaren  Park  for  25  years  and  the  fact  is  still 
not  known  whether  or  not  there  will  be  a  park  in  that  area. 

Supervisor  Arnold  asked  Thomas  A.  Brooks,  the  Chief  Adminis- 
trative Officer,  if,  in  the  event  property  is  considered  a  nuisance, 
are  there  sufficient  laws  to  order  demolition  or  improvement  of  the 
property.  Mr.  Brooks  replied  that  there  are  suffcient  laws  on  the 
books  to  cope  with  the  situation. 

Supervisor  Carberry  stated  that  more  than  50  hours  had  been 
devoted  to  hearings  on  the  subject,  and  that  Supervisor  McAteer's 
explanation  of  the  various  procedural  steps  obviated  any  possibility 
of  property  owners  not  being  given  a  proper  hearing. 

Supervisor  Halley  declared  that  the  Federal  Housing  Act  of  1954 
permitted  use  of  federal  funds  for  urban  renewal,  and  that  the  Com- 
mercial and  Industrial  Development  Committee  might  consider  the 
area  in  question  as  an  urban  x-enewal  area. 

Mr.  Goldberg,  attorney  for  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  pointed 
out  that  under  the  Housing  Act,  blighted  areas  as  such,  in  connection 
with  the  urban  renewal  program,  cannot  be  considered  for  funds, 
and  that  there  is  no  existing  state  legislation  on  urban  renewal.

(a)  For  Services  Requiring  Continuous  Direct  and  Personal  Con- 
tact with  Persons  Suffering  from  Contagious  Disease:  Employees, 
other  than  physicians,  assigned  to  positions  in  the  Hassler  Health 
Home,  Isolation  Division,  Chest  Clinic  or  Tuberculosis  Wards  of  the 
San  Francisco  Hospital,  or  the  Morgue  of  the  Coroner's  Office  or  of 
the  San  Francisco  Hospital  whose  duties  require  continuous,  direct 
and  personal  contact  with  patients  suffering,  or  persons  who  have 
died  ((from))  with  contagious  diseases  shall  be  paid  Ten  Dollars 
($10.00)  per  month  more  than  the  amount  to  which  they  are  other- 
wise entitled.  The  extra  compensation  referred  to  shall  be  paid  only 
upon  certification  by  the  ((Director  of  Public  Health))  officer  in 
charge  that  employees  are  performing  duties  which  entitle  them  to 
the  extra  compensation  as  provided  in  this  section. 

2.  Section  IV.     Additional  Compensation. 

(b)  For  Extended  Work  Week  Schedule:  When  the  appointing 
officer  shall  establish  an  extended  work  week  for  a  position  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  II,  subdivision  (c)  hereof,  the  employee  occupying 
such  position  shall  be  paid  additional  compensation  for  such  extended 
work  week  schedule  at  ((straight  time  rates))  one  and  one-half 
times  the  rate  of  compensation  fixed  herein  for  the  normal  work 
schedule.  ((Occupants  of  such  positions  regularly  required  to  work 
four  hours  on  the  sixth  day  shall  receive  10%  above  the  rate  fixed 
herein  for  a  normal  work  schedule  and  occupants  of  such  positions 
regularly  required  to  work  eight  hours  on  the  sixth  day  shall  receive 
20%  above  the  rate  fixed  herein  for  a  normal  work  schedule.  Posi- 
tions in  which  the  occupants  may  be  required  to  work  an  extended 
work  week  schedule  at  straight  time  shall  be  enumerated  in  the 
annual  salary  ordinance.) ) 

3.  Section  IV.     Additional  Compensation. 

(e)  For  Shift  Work:  A  shift  is  a  tour  of  duty  of  eight  hours  work 
completed  within  nine  hours.  Where  more  than  one  shift  is  worked, 
the  shifts  shall  be  designated,  successively,  commencing  with  the 
day  shift,  as  first,  second  and  third.  Employees  whose  compensations 
are  fixed  herein  on  a  monthly  basis  who  are  required  to  work  a 
second  ((or  third))  shift  of  eight  hours  shall  be  paid  ((6*4%)) 
10%  more  than  the  amount  to  which  they  are  otherwise  entitled 
and  such  employees  who  are  required  to  work  a  third  shift  of  eight 
hours  shall  be  paid  15%  more  than  the  amount  to  which  they  are 
otherwise  entitled.  This  provision  shall  not  apply  to  employees 
whose  compensations  are  fixed  herein  on  a  per  diem  or  hourly  basis. 
First  shift  shall  consist  of  a  minimum  of  eight  hours  work.

said  schedule.

Introduction  of  Congressman  Clair  Engle. 

The  President  of  the  Board  introduced  Congressman  Clair  Engle 
of  Tuolumne  County,  who  spoke  at  length  on  the  necessity  and 
urgency  of  permitting  Tuolumne  Water  District  No.  2  to  utilize  one 
nl  three  power  drops  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  namely,  Red 
Mountain  Bar,  Early  Intake  and  Cherry  Valley,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  powerhouse  thereon,  the  revenue  of  which  would  be 
used  to   I'maiue  water  and  irrigation  works  in  the  Sierra  counties. 

Congre  Engle  hastened  to  explain  that  if  such  permission 

were  granted,  half  of  the  revenues  from  such  a  project  would  accrue 
to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  He  pointed  out  that  since 
the  three  sites  have  not  been  developed  by  San  Francisco,  although 
the  city  has  had  the  opportunity  so  to  do  over  a  period  of  many  years, 
it  was  the  Water  District's  intention  to  obtain  the  authority  to  de- 
velop one  of  them,  and  to  use  the  funds  as  mentioned  above. 
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Supervisor  Christopher  objected  to  permitting  Butte  County  to 
share  in  the  profits  which  may  accrue  from  the  development  of  any 
of  the  power  silos  mentioned,  pointing  out  that  some  $200,000,000 
had  been  spent  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  the 
development  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  projects. 

Congressman  Engle:  If  San  Francisco  is  unwilling  to  further  de- 
velop the  power  on  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  Butte  County  will  be 
happy  to  take  over.  Butte  County  will  be  happy  to  lease  Early  Intake 
or  Red  Mountain  Bar. 

Supervisor  Christopher:  If  the  Board  were  to  develop  Early  Intake, 
would  such  action  forestall  any  further  request  for  development  on 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project? 

Congressman  Engle:  We  are  trying  to  develop  Early  Intake.  If 
San  Francisco  wants  that  one,  we  will  be  glad  to  have  Cherry  Valley. 
We  intend  to  ask  for  a  hearing  on  the  Early  Intake  legislation. 
When  Mr.  Turner  has  the  authority  to  make  this  offer  (refers  to  press 
release  wherein  Mr.  Turner  purportedly  was  willing  to  enter  into  a 
lease  of  a  power  site),  we  will  be  glad  to  accept  it.  We  have  no 
desire  to  fight  with  San  Francisco.  These  power  drops  should  be 
developed,  and  we  propose  to  undertake  it.  We  shall  do  everything 
on  earth  to  have  it  done  because  we  have  to  have  revenues  to  com- 
plete our  own  development,  and  we  do  not  want  taxpayers  saddled 
with  lots  of  expenses  in  having  the  Tuolumne  Water  District. 

Supervisor  Christopher:  I  believe  Congressman  Engle  is  right  when 
he  says  we  should  sit  down  and  try  to  settle  this.  When  it  comes, 
however,  to  the  proposition  of  sharing  in  profits  that  would  accrue  as 
a  result  of  the  development  of  the  projects,  I  cannot  agree. 

To  a  query  by  Supervisor  Halley,  Congressman  Engle  stated:  The 
legislation  does  not  propose  consumptive  use  of  the  water.  All  we 
want  to  do  is  put  a  wheel  in  the  water  and  then  we  will  take  the 
power  out  of  the  wheel,  sell  it  and  divide  the  profits  with  San  Fran- 
cisco. We  do  not  intend  to  participate  in  the  profits  as  they  accrue 
today.  What  we  want  is  to  develop  one  of  the  power  drops  ourselves, 
and  then  participate  in  the  profits  with  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

To  a  query  by  Supervisor  McCarty  as  to  the  situation  which  led 
Congressman  Engle  to  introduce  his  proposed  legislation.  Congress- 
man Engle  replied  that  his  District  needed  help  in  developing  do- 
mestic and  irrigation  projects. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  Since  there  is  no  immediate  need  for  water 
or  power,  since  you  want  to  undertake  the  development  of  power, 
you  want  to  undertake  the  project  for  the  purpose  of  profit-sharing? 

Congressman  Engle:  San  Francisco  is  not  developing  Early  Intake. 
What  we  propose  to  do  is  to  develop  Early  Intake,  then  share  the 
profits  with  the  people  of  San  Francisco. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  Did  you  say  you  want  to  develop  Early  Intake 
because  San  Francisco  has  failed  to  develop  it? 

Congressman  Engle:  We  want  to  finance  a  project  which  is  other- 
wise beyond  our  means. 

To  a  query  as  to  whether  or  not  the   Tuolumne  Water  District 
would   have  a  case  should  San  Francisco  develop  all   of  its   pov 
sites  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  Congressman  Engle  replied:   We 
will  have  no  case  at  all,  if  San  Francisco  develops  all  of  the  power 
drops  on  Hetch  Hetchy. 

Congressman  Engle,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  discussion,  thanked 
the  Board  members  for  their  courtesy  in  permitting  him  to  make  his 
presentation  on  the  subject  matter.

The  appeal  of  Joseph  T.  Hart  from  the  decision  of  the  City  Plan- 
ning Commission,  heretofore  considered,  was  taken  up:

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Discussion. 

General  discussion  ensued,  with  questions  being  asked  by  various 
Supervisors  of  Mr.  Picard,  Mr.  Oppermann  and  Mr.  Hart. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Potts  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  advised  the 
Board  that  Mr.  Hart  filed  application  No.  164116  on  April  7,  1955, 
and  that  it  was  approved  by  the  City  Planning  Commission.  The  City 
Planning  Commission  then  forwarded  the  application  back  to  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  for  its  approval.  The  Bureau  then 
forwarded  it  to  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  on  April  13th.  The 
Bureau  approved  the  application  with  certain  qualifications.  Later  on 
it  was  disapproved  by  the  City  Planning  Commission  and  the  applica- 
tion cancelled  on  May  21st. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  asked  Mr.  Potts  whether  the  filing  of  an  appli- 
cation implies  that  a  person  so  filing  must  pick  up  his  permit  before 
starting  work.    Mr.  Potts  stated  it  does. 

Mr.  David  L.  Stewart,  Building  Inspector,  was  questioned  by  sev- 
eral members  of  the  Board,  principally  Supervisor  McAteer,  who 
asked  him  whether  he  told  Mr.  Hart  that  it  was  all  right  to  go 
ahead  with  the  work  after  he  had  filed  his  application.  Mr.  Stewart 
stated  he  did.  However,  Mr.  Stewart  did  say  that  Mr.  Hart  should 
have  known  that  before  having  any  work  done,  he  had  to  pick  up 
his  permit,  since  his  application  for  a  permit  on  a  prior  alteration 
job  had  been  rejected. 

Supervisor  Halley  asked  Deputy  City  Attorney  Thomas  Blanchard 
if  the  Board  could  stipulate  that  the  property  would  only  be  used 
as  a  real  estate  office.  Mr.  Blanchard  stated  that  the  Board  had  no 
such  power. 

Supervisor  Carberry  asked  Mr.  Blanchard  if  consideration  of  the 
pending  measure  could  not  be  postponed  for  one  week.  He  was 
informed  that  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  117  of  the  Char- 
ter, the  Board  had  to  act  on  the  matter  today. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  recommended  that  the  practice  of  permitting 
spot  zoning  be  stopped  today.  He  called  the  Board's  attention  to  the 
fact  that  his  committee  which  has  been  studying  the  proposed  new 
zoning  ordinance,  has  now  under  advisement  the  proposed  abolish- 
ment of  all  non-conforming  uses. 

Supervisor  McCarty  expressed  the  opinion  that  Mr.  Hart  should 
be  permitted  to  continue  the  business  which  had  been  a  going  con- 
cern for  some  time.  All  that  he  is  attempting  to  do  at  the  present 
time  is  to  improve  his  property. 

Supervisor  McAteer  termed  the  entire  procedure  of  filing  applica- 
tions for  alterations  as  being  totally  ridiculous,  claiming  a  state  of 
confusion  exists  between  the  departments  whose  function  it  is  to 
pass  upon  the  legality  of  such  application.  He  thereupon  requested 
that  a  meeting  be  had  of  all  interested  departments  so  that  a  pro- 
cedure may  be  evolved  which  would  show  in  proper  order,  the  actions 
of  the  departments  involved  in  connection  with  the  approval  or 
denial  of  an  application  for  alteration  and/or  reconstruction  work.

Supervisor  McCarty  objected  to  the  approval  of  AB  2703,  contend- 
ing that  its  passage  would  place  the  city  in  a  more  favorable  position 
than  would  be  enjoyed  by  a  private  corporation. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Thomas  Blanchard  agreed  that  under  the 
present  language  of  the  bill,  agents  and  employees  of  private  firms 
and  corporations  could  be  called  as  adverse  witnesses  whether  or 
not  they  participated  in  the  transaction  or  occurrence,  the  subject 
of  the  action,  whereas  agents  or  employees  of  a  municipality  could 
only  be  called  as  adverse  witnesses  when  they  were  such  participants. 

Supervisor  Halley  requested  that  AB  2703,  as  well  as  the  remarks 
of  both  Supervisor  McCarty  and  Deputy  City  Attorney  Blanchard 
be  referred  to  the  State  Legislation  Committee  hearing  scheduled  for 
Friday,  March  25.    No  objection  and  so  ordered. 

Discussion  on  AB  2752. 

Supervisor  McCarty  contended  that  the  24  hours'  notice  as  set  forth 
in  the  bill  does  not  constitute  sufficient  time  for  owners  to  make 
repairs  to  their  sidewalks,  and  accordingly  moved  that  the  pending 
bill  be  re-referred  to  the  State  Legislation  Committee  so  that  further 
study  may  be  given  to  the  time  limitations.  Motion  seconded  by 
Supervisor  McAteer. 

Supervisor  Arnold  expressed  opposition  to  the  bill,  contending  that 
the  city  should  not  assume  any  responsibility  with  respect  to  claims 
for  damages  as  a  result  of  defective  sidewalks.    The  property  owner, 
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Supervisor  Arnold  maintained,  should  be  aware  of  the  condition  of 
his  sidewalk  at  all  times. 

To  a  query  by  Supervisor  Halley,  Deputy  City  Attorney  Thomas 
Blanchard  stated  that  the  law  as  at  present  makes  the  city  liable 
for  damages  as  result  of  accidents  due  to  defective  sidewalks. 

The  roll  was  thereupon  called  and  the  motion  to  re-refer  the 
measure  lost  by  the  following  vote:

Supervisor  McCarty  stated  he  would  vote  against  the  measure  due 
to  the  short  time  allowed  to  repair  the  sidewalk. 

Supervisor  Arnold  contended  that  since  the  city  does  not  put  in 
the  sidewalk,  it  should  not  be  held  responsible  for  its  repair. 

Supervisor  McCarty  asserted  that  under  the  law  the  property  owner 
is  legally  responsible  for  damages  for  injuries  caused  by  a  defective 
sidewalk  when  he  or  his  family  causes  the  condition  to  exist.

Supervisor  Christopher:  Unless  there  is  immediate  action  taken  in 
connection  with  the  fiscal  policy  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  if  we  believe  this  is  a  big  budget,  I  am  quite  sure  that 
next  year's  budget  will  be  a  most  destructive  and  staggering  one. 
I  don't  want  to  take  issue  with  any  studies  that  might  be  offered, 
but  I  don't  want  to  see  this  matter  delayed  in  a  mess  of  surveys, 
studies  and  procrastination.  I  think  this  is  a  matter  that  you  and  I 
will  have  to  contend  with  and  any  delay  in  arriving  at  conclusions 
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will  only  make  matters  worse.  It  may  be  that  we  will  have  to  offend 
one  or  two  groups  of  people  but  the  responsibility  rests  solely  upon 
us.  I  would  like  to  suggest  that  perhaps  after  Mr.  Arnold's  committee 
has  met,  that  they  might  consider  calling  in  the  entire  Board  into 
the  committee,  and  then  decide  issues  jointly.  I  hope  this  matter 
will  not  be  delayed  and  studied  for  a  period  of  months.  Next  year 
the  budget  will  have  to  include  those  items  deleted  by  the  Mayor 
and  to  be  studied  by  the  next  administration.  So  I  would  suggest, 
Mr.  Arnold,  as  soon  as  you  are  able,  you  call  in  the  entire  Board 
and  the  Mayor,  and  determine  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  the 
solution  to  this  very  serious  problem  confronting  the  ad  valorem 
taxpayer  of  San  Francisco.

Supervisor  McCarty:  Some  weeks  ago  there  was  introduced  in 
the  State  Legislature  a  bill  which  would  vest  title  to  certain  land 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners 
in  the  abutting  property  owners.  That  bill  created  considerable 
comment  as  to  its  propriety  with  the  result  that  it  was  withdrawn. 
However,  the  premise  upon  which  the  bill  was  submitted  intrigued 
me  to  the  point  of  inquiry.  It  was  premised  on  the  fact  that  that 
land  which  was  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Board  of  Harbor 
Commissioners  is  valueless  insofar  as  the  harbor  use  for  it  was 
concerned.  Approximately  93  years  ago,  the  city  transferred  certain 
harbor  land  to  the  state  for  the  purpose  of  developing  and  operating 
the  Port  of  San  Francisco.  If  it  is  true  that  that  portion  of  land 
to  which  reference  is  made  in  the  bill  is  absolutely  valueless  to  the 
State  Board  for  port  purposes,  then  I  assume  the  State  should  vest 
title  in  San  Francisco.  I  have  had  many  conversations  with  shipping 
interests  and  people  in  transportation  business.  I  have  been  advised 
by  a  reliable  person  that  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  is  not  operating 
to  the  fullest  extent  and  will  never  be  able  to  utilize,  for  port  pur- 
poses, the  land  now  subject  to  the  State  Board  of  Harbor  Commis- 
sioners. In  addition,  it  will  never  be  able  to  utilize,  for  port  purposes, 
all  of  the  piers  which  now  exist. 

Supervisor  McCarty  mentioned  that  lands  which  may  be  relin- 
quished by  the  State  Board  could  be  utilized  for  waterfront  hotels 
and  apartments,  in  the  same  manner  as  exploited  by  South  American 
cities.  He  asked  that  the  Commercial  and  Industrial  Development 
Committee  study  this  matter.

The  Toll  Bridge 
Authority,  Supervisor  McCarty  concluded,  has  been  none  too  friendly 
to  San  Francisco  over  the  years. 

Supervisor  Ferdon:  This  Board  passed  resolution  after  resolution 
for  reduction  and  these  were  ignored  up  to  this  year.  What  we  are 
trying  to  do  here  is  to  integrate  this  bridge  into  the  state  highway 
system.  I  feel  this  is  intelligent  legislation.  I  do  not  think  that  we 
should  proceed,  however,  after  having  read  the  City  Attorney's 
opinion.  I  cannot  see  anything  wrong  with  Supervisor  Halley's  sug- 
gestion that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Mayor's  Committee. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  thereupon  moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor 
Halley,  that  the  pending  legislation  be  re-referred  to  the  Mayor's 
State  Legislation  Committee  and  that  Mr.  Cleary  be  asked  to  see 
that  no  action  be  taken  at  Sacramento  until  the  entire  matter  has 
been  clarified.

At  the  invitation  of  the  President  of  the  Board,  Admiral  A.  G. 
Cook,  head  of  the  San  Francisco  Disaster  Council  and  Corps,  appeared 
before  the  Board  members  and  explained  the  confusion  that  sur- 
rounded the  "yellow  alert"  of  last  Thursday. 

Supervisor  Christopher  criticized  the  Disaster  Council  for  failing 
to  adequately  prepare  the  people  of  San  Francisco  as  to  what  to  do 
in  case  of  alerts.  Admiral  Cook  replied  that  the  Council  has  utilized 
the  radio  and  press  to  the  fullest  advantage  in  the  dissemination  of 
information  to  the  public. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  deplored  the  lack  of  a  close  liaison  between 
the  city  and  state,  and  between  the  state  and  the  federal  govern- 
ment, and  called  upon  the  Board  to  consider  the  creation  of  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  which  would  be  of  assistance  to  the  local  disaster 
corps  in  the  dissemination  of  vital  civil  defense  information.  He 
thereupon  introduced  the  following  measure:

Supervisor  Ferdon  requested  that  the  Clerk  write  to  the  Mayor, 
advising  him  of  the  Board's  hearing  and  of  the  necessity  for  a  more 
appropriate  educational  civilian  defense  program.

Telegram  Read. 

Supervisor  Halley  read  a  telegram  received  by  Congressional  Rep- 
resentative Marvin  E.  Lewis  from  Norman  Paige,  commenting  on 
the  activities  of  the  Automotive  Safety  Foundation. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  mentioned  that  the  members  of  the  Board,  with 
the  exception  of  Supervisor  McAteer,  who  had  been  absent  from 
the  Board  for  some  time,  were  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  need 
for  the  particular  survey  in  question.  He  stressed  the  fact  that  city 
departments  would  be  happy  to  extend  every  possible  cooperation 
and  the  work  would  not  interfere  with  their  routine  duties.  He 
further  mentioned  that  the  Board  had,  in  the  past,  appropriated 
large  sums  of  money  for  other  surveys. 

Supervisor  Blake  stated  that  while  he  believed  Supervisor  Ferdon's 
request  was  worthwhile,  he  believed  that  the  Mayor  had  outlined 
certain  objections  which  should  be  ironed  out,  and  was  administering 
the  affairs  of  the  city   in   a  business-like   manner. 

Supervisor  McAteer  asked  Barney  Ward,  Deputy  City  Attorney, 
whether  the  efforts  of  Supervisor  Ferdon  constitute  a  violation  of 
Section  22  of  the  Charter.    Mr.  Ward  replied  that  they  did  not. 

Chief  Administrative  Officer  Thomas  A.  Brooks,  in  reply  to  a 
query,  stated  he  did  not  believe  that  any  assistance  which  may  be 
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required  by  the  Automotive  Safety  Foundation  would  impose  an 
undue  burden  upon  the  employees  of  any  of  the  departments  under 
his  jurisdiction. 

Supervisor  Arnold  expressed  the  opinion  that  everyone  should  be 
m  favor  of  the  legislation  proposed  by  Supervisor  Ferdon,  and 
pointed  out  that  the  Mayor  himself  was  in  favor  of  the  purpose  of 
the  legislation;  however,  he  had  vetoed  it,  basing  his  veto  on  certain 
outlined  objections.  The  veto  therefore  should  be  sustained  and  the 
measure  referred  to  committee  where  the  Mayor's  objections  may  be 
ironed  out. 

Supervisor  McCarty  stated  he  would  vote  to  override  the  Mayor's 
veto  because  he  believed  the  survey  should  be  conducted.  He  em- 
phasized that  there  was  no  way  of  knowing  how  much  material  and 
supplies,  employees'  cooperation  and  other  assistance  would  be 
required  by  the  Automotive  Safety  Foundation.  He  did  know,  how- 
ever, that  the  sum  of  $5,000  requested  would  merely  pay  for  out-of- 
pocket  cost  to  the  Foundation  and  would  in  no  way  be  considered 
as  a  fee.  The  Foundation  had  conducted  many  such  surveys  all  over 
the  country  and  had  recently  concluded  one  in  Los  Angeles.  So  the 
question,  Supervisor  McCarty  pointed  out,  boils  down  to  the  query 
"Do  we  want  a  survey?" 

Supervisor  Halley  stated  he  had  made  inquiry  concerning  the 
Automotive  Safety  Foundation,  which  was  founded  in  1937,  and 
would  vote  to  sustain  the  Mayor's  veto. 

Supervisor  Carberry  declared  that  consideration  of  the  pending 
measure  should  be  considered  in  the  light  of  recent  developments  and 
should  be  deemed  to  be  good  legislation.  He.  accordingly,  would 
vote  to  override  the  Mayor's  veto. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  stated  he  would  vote  to  override  the  Mayor's 
veto.  He  expressed  the  belief  that  the  Mayor  should  have  contacted 
Supervisor  Ferdon  for  the  purpose  of  getting  together  and  ironing 
out  any  apparent  differences  which  may  have  existed. 

Question  Put. 

The  President  of  the  Board  stated  that  the  question  before  the 
Board  was:  "Shall  this  ordinance  be  finally  passed  notwithstanding 
the  Mayor's  veto?"

Supervisor  McAteer  requested  that  the  City  Attorney  be  asked  to 
prepare  a  charter  amendment  for  submission  at  the  November  8, 
1955,  election,  which  will  place  the  parking  of  automobiles — the 
entire  parking  problem  of  the  community — into  the  charter,  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  declaring  same 
to  be  a  public  utility.

Statement   by    Supervisor    McAteer    on   the    San    Jose    Public    Parking 

Problem. 

The  City  of  San  Jose  has  voted  $2,500,000  in  revenue  bonds  to 
provide  off-street  parking  facilities.  The  revenues  from  parking 
meters  are  pledged  to  amortize  this  debt.  The  interest  on  these  bonds 
is  2%  per  cent. 

The  City  is  now  in  the  process  of  acquiring  property  to  provide 
four  parking  lots.  Eighty  per  cent  of  the  property  has  presently 
been  acquired  through  negotiation  and  it  is  expected  that  by  Christ- 
mas of  this  year  the  balance  of  the  property  will  be  acquired  either 
through  negotiation  or  eminent  domain. 

The  City,  under  its  present  program,  will  provide  four  parking 
lots  which  will  accommodate  in  the  aggregate   1500  cars. 

One  lot  is  presently  in  operation;  it  is  expected  that  another  will 
be  in  operation  in  two  weeks;  that  a  third  will  be  in  operation  in  six 
weeks  and  that  all  four  of  the  lots  will  be  in  operation  by  Christmas. 

The  lots  will  be  operated  by  the  City  with  municipal  personnel 
working  on  a  part-time  basis. 

Parking  demand  in  San  Jose  commences  at  about  10  a.  m.  and  the 
peak  is  found  between  1:30  p.  m.  and  3:00  or  3:30  p.  m. 

The  schedule  of  rates  for  parking  is  as  follows: 

1st  hour     . 10c 

2nd  hour  10c 

3rd  and  each  hour  thereafter 15c 

Maximum  charge    65c 

Evening  parking   35c 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  revenue  bond  measure  the  rates  can 
be  changed  once  a  year,  up  or  down. 

Supervisor  McAteer  declared  that  if  the  submission  of  a  charter 
amendment  is  not  possible  he  intended  to  submit  a  declaration  of 
policy  which  will  probably  be  in  the  following  form:  "Shall  auto- 
mobile parking  in  San  Francisco  be  designated  as  a  public  utility 
and  operated  accordingly?" 

Supervisor  Ferdon  declared  that  it  would  be  illogical  to  submit 
a  bond  issue  for  off-street  parking  and  at  the  same  time  contemplate 
the  submission  of  a  charter  amendment  which  would  disband  the 
Parking  Authority. 

Supervisor  Arnold,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  stated 
that  the  entire  matter  would  be  discussed  at  length  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Finance  Committee  scheduled  for  tomorrow  at  3  p.  m.  in 
Room  228,  and  requested  that  the  Clerk  so  inform  the  representatives 
of  the  Authority  of  such  meeting. 

Supervisor  McAteer  was  informed  of  the  dates  beyond  which  it 
would  be  impossible  to  consider  the  submission  of  charter  amend- 
ments and  declaration  of  policy. 

Supervisor  McAteer  stated  he  would  contact  Mr.  Blanchard,  Deputy 
City  Attorney,  with  respect  to  the  proposed  measures  he'  had  in 
mind.

Supervisor  Christopher  likewise  stated  that  he  would  make  a 
personal  phone  call  in  an  attempt  to  get  quick  action. 

Mr.  Lewis  pointed  out  that  both  the  German  Consul  and  German 
Embassy  considered  that  the  use  of  a  San  Francisco  delegation  to 
Germany  would  be  an  excellent  idea. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  raised  the  question  of  whether  such  action  by 
the  Board  would  be  violating  protocol.  However,  he  was  assured  by 
Mr.  Lewis  that  such  action  would  not  be  considered  as  violative. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  foregoing  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  further  action. 

Construction  of  Navy  Carrier. 

Mr.  Marvin  E.  Lewis  next  brought  up  the  subject  of  the  proposed 
construction  of  a  navy  carrier  at  the  San  Francisco  Shipyard.  He 
pointed  out  that  President  Eisenhower's  Secretary  had  asked  him 
that  a  brief  be  prepared  on  the  matter  and  that  it  would  be  given 
very  serious  consideration.  Mr.  Lewis  stated  that  Senator  Magnusson 
is  doing  all  in  his  power  to  have  the  construction  of  the  carrier 
assigned  to  Bremerton,  Washington.  It  has  been  determined  that 
the  preparation  of  the  brief  would  entail  an  expense  of  $2,000  and 
he  had  been  assured  by  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  that  such 
funds  would  be  available.  Mr.  Lewis  concluded  by  saying  that  he 
has  been  directed  by  the  Mayor  to  take  this  matter  up  with  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  Board  appropriate  the 
funds  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Supervisor  Blake  thereupon  moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ertola, 
that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  action. 
Motion  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ertola  and,  there  being  no  objection, 
motion  carried. 
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Surplus  Land  at  Fort  Funston. 

Mr.  Marvin  Lewis:  Two  hundred  and  eight  acres  of  land  located 
at  Fort  Funston  were  originally  set  aside  for  the  veterans'  hospital. 
Then  the  Veterans'  Administration  decided  not  to  build  the  hospital, 
and  the  land  went  back  into  the  custody  of  the  General  Services 
Administration.  It  was  then  advertised  for  bid  for  a  period  of  90 
days  and  if  no  bids  were  received,  it  would  then  be  open  to  general 
sale.  Within  the  90  days,  the  Army  stated  it  wanted  the  entire  208 
acres  for  docks,  supply  depots  and  the  like.  I  pointed  out  that  the 
Army  grabbed  this  particular  land  even  while  they  had  other  land 
available  for  the  purposes  in  mind.  Need  must  be  shown  for  the  land. 
A  letter  should  be  sent  by  the  Board  direct  to  the  General  Services 
Administration,  reminding  them  that  while  it  is  not  the  desire  of 
San  Francisco  to  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  national  defense,  it 
wants  to  be  sure  that  no  land  is  taken  unless  absolutely  necessary. 

The  President  referred  the  matter  to  the  County,  State  and  National 
Affairs  Committee  as  well  as  to  the  Mayor  for  determination  of  policy. 

Consideration  of  Legislation  Out  of  Order. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ferdon,  that  the 
rules  be  suspended  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  following 
recommendation  of  the  Police  Committee  out  of  order.

Committee,  Mr.  Randolph  Karr,  representing  the  Southern  Pacific 
Company,  had  declared  that  he  was  speaking  for  all  of  the  carriers. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended  to  Mr.  Randolph  Karr, 
General  Attorney  for  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  who  explained 
that  he  had  contacted  various  officials  of  the  A.T.&S.F.  Railroad 
about  the  meeting  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Joseph  S.  Rogers,  attorney-at-law,  representing  the  A.T.&S.F. 
Railroad,  next  spoke,  advising  that  the  matter  of  the  Police  Com- 
mittee meeting  had  just  been  called  to  his  attention  by  the  Los 
Angeles  superintendent  of  the  company.  He  stated  he  wanted  more 
time  to  consider  the  proposal,  particularly  that  section  where  the 
fine  for  violating  the  provisions  of  the  measure  was  fixed  at  $250. 

Supervisor  McAteer  declared  that  even  if  the  A.T.&S.F.  Railroad 
had  not  been  notified,  sufficient  public  notice  had  been  given,  and 
that  the  proposed  30  days'  extension  will  accomplish  absolutely 
nothing. 
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Supervisor  Arnold  moved  as  a  substitute,  seconded  by  Supervisor 
Carberry,  that  the  measure  be  re-referred  to  committee,  for  the 
purpose  of  hearing  from  the  A.T.&S.F.  Railroad  and  from  any  other 
parties  who  have  not  been  heard.

Supervisor  Ertola  asserted  that  his  committee  had  given  the  matter 
every  possible  consideration;  it  had  heard  from  all  interested  parties, 
and  that  he,  accordingly,  would  vote  against  re-reference. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  stated  he  would  like  to  have  the  Santa  Fe  look 
over  the  proposed  legislation  and  accorded  the  opportunity  of  being 
heard  in  committee.

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  accorded  his  Honor,  Mayor  Elmer 
E.  Robinson.  The  Mayor  stated  he  has  had  occasion  to  make  a  careful 
study   of   the   Fourth   Street   crossing   and   of   talking   to   the   Vice- 
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Presidents  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  in  charge  of  the  move- 
ment of  freight  and  passengers,  as  well  as  holding  conferences  with 
Mr.  Karr  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  for  the  following 
reasons  he  did  not  consider  the  proposed  measure  as  being  either 
practical  or  feasible  at  this  time  and  that  if  passed  by  the  Board,  he 
would  veto  it.  His  reasons  follow: 

The  proposed  ordinance  amending  Article  3,  Chapter  XI  (Traffic 
Code),  Part  II  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code,  by  adding 
thereto  new  sections  designated  as  Sections  71.1  and  71.2,  prohibiting 
railway  trains  or  railway  cars  from  obstructing  streets,  File  No.  12455 
(Series  of  1939),  is  objectionable  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Southern  Pacific  transports  50  per  cent  of  the  Peninsula  com- 
muters (45  per  cent  use  automobiles  and  5  per  cent  buses),  and 
36,000  people  a  day  use  the  Third  Street  passenger  station  facilities. 
Of  this  number,  about  12,000  persons  arrive  in  the  morning  peak 
and  12,000  depart  in  the  evening  peak.  The  trains  arrive  at  five- 
minute  intervals  in  the  morning  peak  and  depart  at  three-minute 
intervals  in  the  evening  peak. 

2.  The  only  rapid  transit  available  to  Peninsula  commuters  is  that 
now  afforded  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company.  The  proposed  ordi- 
nance will  render  it  impossible  for  the  railroad  to  perform  the 
present  commuter  service.  Before  this  service  is  disrupted,  some  plan 
should  be  developed  to  take  care  of  the  present  volume  of  commuters. 
We  are  spending  $250,000  with  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
mission for  a  Rapid  Transit  Report.  We  should  wait  and  learn  what 
its  recommendations  may  be  and  its  effect,  if  any,  with  reference  to 
Fourth  Street. 

3.  The  proposed  ordinance,  if  enforced  throughout  the  City,  would 
strangle  industrial  and  economic  life  and  be  a  serious  detriment  to 
normal  freight  and  passenger  operations.  The  disruption  of  freight 
service  would  adversely  affect  our  industrial  life,  payrolls  and  jobs. 
The  diversion  of  commuters  to  private  automobiles  would  further 
congest  the  overcrowded  highways  as  well  as  the  downtown  area. 

4.  The  ultimate  solution  of  the  Fourth  Street  problem  is  the 
Southern  Crossing.  The  statute,  as  well  as  the  preliminary  plans, 
provide  for  an  approach  which  includes  a  separated  crossing  along 
Fourth  Street  and  over  the  railroad  property,  to  be  constructed  at 
no  expense  to  the  City.  If  this  does  not  come  about,  Southern  Pacific 
has  offered  to  assume  a  substantial  portion  of  the  grade  separation 
cost  at  Fourth  Street,  if  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission 
deems  a  separation  necessary. 

5.  The  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  been  given  the 
exclusive  power  (Section  1202  of  the  Public  Utilities  Code)  to  de- 
termine the  necessity  for  and  to  apportion  costs  in  connection  with 
the  construction  of  a  grade  separation,  such  as  Fourth  Street.  The 
engineers  of  the  City  and  the  railroad  have  estimated  that  a  separa- 
tion at  Fourth  Street  will  cost  about  $3,500,000.  Southern  Pacific 
has  offered  to  contribute  $1,800,000  toward  the  separation,  if  the 
California  Public  Utilities  Commission  deems  the  separation  neces- 
sary. The  Chief  Administrative  Officer  on  August  9,  1954,  advised 
you  concerning  this  matter  as  follows: 

"...  A  review  had  been  made  of  the  decisions  of  the  former 
Railroad  Commission  and  present  State  Public  Utilities  Commission 
as  to  the  allocation  of  costs  in  most  grade  separation  cases  and  it 
was  found  that  50  per  cent  appears  to  be  the  highest  the  Commission 
exacts  from  a  carrier." 

Thus,  it  appears  in  connection  with  a  grade  separation  at  Fourth 
Street  the  City  could  be  put  to  the  expenditure  of  at  least  $1,600,000, 
which  expenditure  could  be  rendered  obsolete  by  the  Southern 
Crossing. 

6.  II  ;my  separation  is  built  across  Fourth  Street  and  over  the 
railroad  property,  plans  developed  by  the  engineers  of  the  City  and 
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the   railroad   require   the   condemnation    of   much    property   and    the 
removal  of  that  property  from  the  tax  rolls. 

7.  With  the  opening  of  the  freeways  connecting  the  Bayshore 
Highway  and  Bay  Bridge,  much  of  the  congestion  and  traffic  which 
heretofore  existed  in  the  neighborhood  of  Fourth  and  Townsend 
Streets  has  been  removed  to  the  new  freeways. 

8.  The  proposed  ordinance  was  introduced  on  October  25,  1954, 
and  was  pending  before  the  Police  Committee  for  several  months. 
Although  numerous  hearings  were  held,  I  am  informed  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Police  Committee  that  not  a  single  citizen  or  civic 
organization  appeared  in  support  of  the  proposed  ordinance. 

9.  The  ordinance  as  presently  framed  is  punitive  in  character  and 
hence  ill-advised. 

10.  The  ordinance  as  drawn  would  appear  to  apply  to  the  em- 
ployees of  the  State  Belt  Railroad  operations.  It  is  extremely 
doubtful  if  the  City  has  jurisdiction  over  the  State  Belt  Railroad. 
The  ordinance  should  be  specific  upon  the  subject  so  that  all  con- 
cerned can  understand  its  application. 

11.  Southern  Pacific  Company  has  advised  that,  as  soon  as  the 
detailed  plans  for  the  Southern  Crossing  are  available,  the  Southern 
Pacific  engineers  will  work  in  cooperation  with  the  City's  engineers 
to  assist  the  State  engineers  in  the  preparation  of  final  plans  which 
will  solve  the  Fourth  Street  situation. 

The  Chief  Administrative  Officer  informed  the  Board  that  con- 
ferences had  been  held  with  Southern  Pacific  officials  looking  to 
the  construction  of  a  Fourth  Street  overpass.  It  was  decided  to 
await  a  report  by  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
mission regarding  the  construction  of  a  ramp  in  the  area,  which 
would  join  the  Southern  Crossing.  The  Southern  Pacific  Company 
stated  it  would  not  be  interested  in  a  grade  separation  unless  ordered 
to  construct  same  by  the  State  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Supervisor  McMahon  stated  she  would  vote  against  the  legislation 
if  she  were  given  some  assurance  that  Fourth  Street  would  not  be 
blocked  during  commuting  hours. 

The  Mayor  pointed  out  that  if  an  overpass  is  necessary  and  ordered 
by  the  State  Public  Utilities  Commission,  the  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany would  absorb  more  than  50  per  cent  of  the  cost. 

Supervisor  Blake  declared  that  the  Mayor  had  brought  forth 
salient  points  of  which  he  was  not  apprized  and,  accordingly,  he 
moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ertola,  that  the  measure  be  re- 
referred  to  the  Police  Committee. 

Motion  temporarily  withdrawn,  pending  statement  by  Supervisor 
Carberry. 

Supervisor  Carberry  stated  he  sympathized  with  the  stand  taken 
by  Supervisor  McAteer  but  that  re-reference  to  committee  would 
accomplish  no  good  purpose.  He  suggested  that  consideration  be 
continued  for  a  period  of  two  weeks.  He  then  asked  Supervisor 
McAteer  if  traffic  data  the  latter  had  obtained  from  the  Director  of 
Traffic  had  been  made  known  to  the  Southern  Pacific  officials. 

To  this  query,  Supervisor  McAteer  replied  that  he  had  been  in- 
formed that  the  Director  of  Traffic  has  contacted  the  Southern  Pacific 
on  the  matter. 

Supervisor  Carberry  suggested  that  the  Board  vote  down  the 
motion  to  re-refer  the  measure  to  committee  and  he  will  then  make 
a  motion  for  continuance  for  a  period  of  two  weeks  and  in  the 
meantime  an  inquiry  will  be  directed  to  the  Southern  Pacific  as  to 
the  reason  for  delays  beyond  a  reasonable  length  of  time. 
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Supervisor  Blake  stated  that  in  view  of  the  statements  of  the 
Mayor,  he  would  move  for  re-reference  to  committee.  Motion  sec- 
onded by  Supervisor  Ertola. 

Supervisor  McCarty  stated  he  would  vote  for  re-reference  to  com- 
mittee for  the  reason  that  the  matter  of  duration  of  layovers  was 
not  discussed  at  the  hearings.  Further,  in  view  of  the  report  by  the 
Director  of  Traffic  regarding  layover  time  of  passenger  and/or  freight 
trains,  he  believed  the  committee  should  submit  some  type  of  legis- 
lation with  respect  to  layover  time  across  Fourth  Street. 

Supervisor  Arnold  expressed  the  hope  that  the  Board  would  re- 
refer  the  measure  to  committee.  He  reminded  the  Board  that  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  Commission  would  render  its 
report  by  the  end  of  the  year.  That  certain  answers  would  be  forth- 
coming in  the  report  which,  in  turn,  must  be  considered  by  the 
committee  and  not  by  the  Board,  and  the  committee  could  then 
come  up  with  legislation  which  could  appropriately  be  considered 
by  the  Board. 

Supervisor  McMahon  stated  she  would  vote  for  re-reference  with 
the  hope  that  the  matter  will  again  be  reheard,  supplemented  by 
future  reports  from  the  California  Toll  Bridge  Authority  and  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  Commission. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  suggested  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Committee  im- 
mediately write  to  all  interested  parties,  including  the  Santa  Fe, 
Western  Pacific,  Southern  Pacific  and  State  Belt  Line  railroads,  and 
ask  them  if  they  could  offer  any  alternative  plan  in  the  way  of 
legislation. 

The  suggestion  was  referred  to  the  Police  Committee. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  urged  re-reference  to  committee,  pointing  out 
that  he  had  attentively  listened  to  all  of  the  arguments  put  forth 
for  a  Fourth  Street  overpass,  but  that  nothing  had  been  mentioned 
with  respect  to  the  construction  of  a  new  railroad  depot.  The  Bay 
Area  Rapid  Transit  Commission  should  consider  this  possibility  in 
its  study;  the  City  Planning  Commission  and  other  interested  city 
departments  should  study  the  idea  of  having  the  new  depot  relocated 
and  should  submit  their  recommendations;  consideration  should  be 
given  to  requesting  our  City  Attorney  to  appear  before  the  State 
Public  Utilities  Commission  demanding  that  we  have  a  new  station, 
and  if  these  plans  materialize,  there  would  be  no  need  for  a  Fourth 
Street  crossing.  Supervisor  Dobbs  concluded  by  stating  that  when 
such  reports  have  been  received,  he  will  submit  legislation  on  the 
matter.

tion clerks  at  no  pay  on  a  year-round  basis.  This  would  be  done  so 
that  when  a  change  in  address  is  made  the  voluntary  clerk  would 
reregister  that  person  then  and  there  so  that  the  person  would  not 
lose  the  right  to  vote. 

This  charter  amendment,  I  have  been  informed,  would  make  the 
appointment  of  year-round  vountary  clerks  mandatory.  Language 
did  not  make  it  clear  that  the  appointment  of  such  clerks  was  con- 
templated and  I  have  been  advised  that  that  is  the  intent  of  this 
amendment.  If  that  is  the  intent  it  should  be  made  clear  today  so 
that  there  would  be  no  question  later. 

Would  like  to  know  if  that  is  the  intent. 

Supervisor  Ferdon:  It  is  the  intent  of  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee. The  San  Francisco  Labor  Council  submitted  one  proposed 
amendment  which  stated  that  the  Registrar  should  appoint  such 
clerks.  Mr.  Johns  has  approved  the  proposal  which  provides  they 
shall  be  appointed. 

Mr.  Johns  and  Mr.  Kline  debated  over  what  the  particular  lan- 
guage should  be.  We  have  not  been  able  to  settle  the  argument  as 
to  the  legislative  intent  of  the  charter  amendment.  Mr.  Johns 
understood  that  it  was  the  intent  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  that  the 
clerks  be  on  a  year-round  basis.  It  is  the  intent  that  we  have  them 
as  long  as  and  whenever  necessary.  Intent  was  that  we  should  have 
registration  clerks  appointed  in  places  wherever  there  was  the  largest 
number  of  electors  when  it  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  city  ad- 
ministration.   Mr.  Johns  understood  the  intent  of  the  amendment. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  As  I  understand,  it  is  the  Committee's  intent 
that  this  language  would  mean  that  it  would  be  mandatory  upon 
Mr.  Kline  to  appoint  such  voluntary  non-compensated  registration 
clerks  as  might  reasonably  be  necessary  under  any  given  circum- 
staces  at  various  locations  that  would  effect  a  large  registration. 

Generally  speaking  is  that  the  intent? 

Supervisor  Ferdon:  That  is  not  the  intent.  We  say  "such  registra- 
tion   clerks   as   are    necessary."     It    has    been    pointed    out   that    Mr.

Toomcy  and  Mr.  Kline  were  opposed  to  this  language  until  it  was 
pointed  out  that  the  language  is  from  the  Elections  Code. 

It  is  our  understanding  that  at  times  they  may  have  to  pay  for 
registration  clerks.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  committee  in  its  recom- 
mendation that  this  proposed  charter  amendment  provides  for  regis-

Supervisor  Dobbs,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  sum- 
marized the  events  leading  to  the  present  status  of  the  redevelopment 
plan  for  Diamond  Heights.

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Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended 
to  Jack  Werchick,  attorney  representing  the  Diamond  Heights  Prop- 
erty Owners'  Association. 

Mr.  Werchick  pointed  out  that  his  association  did  not  object  to 
the  redevelopment  of  the  area;  in  fact,  he  believed  that  such  a  plan 
would  be  sound.  He  mentioned,  however,  that  as  matters  now  stood, 
he  believed  that  the  letter  of  the  law  was  being  followed  but  that 
the  spirit  of  the  law  was  being  violated.  At  the  time  plans  were 
being  formulated  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  area,  he  urged  that 
every  possible  protection  be  afforded  the  property  owners  involved. 
He  was  assured  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency  that  such  action 
would  be  taken  but  up  to  this  time  such  complete  protection  has  not 
been  extended.  What  the  property  owners  want  is  the  opportunity 
of  living  in  their  own  property  after  redevelopment. 

Mr.  Werchick  thereupon  outlined  the  following  alternative  recom- 
mendations which  he  believed  should  be  incorporated  in  the  Final 
Plan: 

Alternative  Plan  for  the  Redevelopment  of  Diamond  Heights. 

Submitted  by  the  Diamond  Heights  Property  Owners  Association 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  33732,  Health  and  Safety  Code, 
October  10,  1955. 

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  take  advantage  of 
the  preliminary  engineering  plans  heretofore  prepared  and  paid  for 
and  shall,  within  the  Diamond  Heights  Project  Area: 

( 1 )  improve   existing   streets   and   roadways 

(2)  build  new  streets,  as  necessary,  using  the  power  of  eminent 
domain  and  other  valid  statutory  authorization, 

(3)  install  adequate  lighting  and  utilities  systems,  underground  if 
feasible, 

(4)  install  adequate  sewage  facilities, 

(5)  install  necessary  water  mains, 

(6)  remove  old  water  tanks  on  the  hills  and  enforce  existing  fire, 
health  and  building  code  provisions; 

(7)  re-zone  area  according  to  best  modern  planning;  strictly  en- 
force new  zoning  plan  when  adopted; 

(8)  build  schools  and  other  public  buildings  as  required  by  popu- 
lation and  other  customary  circumstances. 

In  the  alternative,  if  the  Board  of  Supervisors  refuses  to  adopt 
the  above  proposed  alternative  plan,  or  any  substantial  part  thereof, 
the  Diamond  Heights  Property  Owners  Association  hereby  submits 
the  following  Alternative  Plan  for  the  Redevelopment  of  Diamond 
Heights: 

(1)  That  the  engineering  plan  be  modified  so  that  existing  homes 
are  not  interfered  with   unless  such  modification  is  not  feasible; 

(2)  That  present  owners  of  property  in  Diamond  Heights  shall 
be  given  preference  in  the  selection  of  new  sites;  that  the  Agency, 
by  use  of  its  power  to  exchange  property,  shall  enable  present 
owners  who  must  move  to  obtain  other  comparable  sites  in  the  project 
area  in  reasonable  proximity  to  their  present  locations;  that  this 
preference  shall  be  tentatively  negotiated  during  the  final  planning 
stage  and  shall  be  effected  after  the  Agency  has  acquired,  by  pur- 
chase, exchange  or  option,  some  property  to  exchange  for  other 
property;  that  these  exchanges  shall  be  made  during  the  acquisition 
period  before  the  sale  of  property  to  the  general  public;  that  ex- 
changes shall  be  on  a  lot  for  lot,  site  for  site,  or  other  equitable  basis; 

(3)  That  a  common  basis  for  appraisal  of  all  properties  be  em- 
ployed;  that   for  purposes  of  acquiring,   selling  or   exchanging,    the 
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fair  market  value  of  the  property  shall  be  determined  as  of  that 
time;  thai  the  same  factors  affecting  value  shall  be  applied  by  nego- 
tiating- and  effecting  exchanges  during  the  acquisition  stage  in 
accordance  with  (2)  above; 

(4)  That  present  owners  shall  not  be  confronted  with  competitive 
bidding  for  new  sites:  that  exchanges  shall  not  be  subject  to  com- 
petitive bidding; 

(5)  That  present  owners  shall  be  permitted  to  retain  that  portion 
or  portions  of  their  land  not  required  for  a  street  or  other  public 
use  under  the  final  plan,  provided  the  land  can  be  developed  in 
accordance  with  such  plan  and  provided  the  owners  agree  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  redevelopment  in  conformity  with  the  final  plan 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors; 

(6)  That  the  present  owners  shall  not  be  required  to  build  on 
property  retained  by  them  before  a  majority  of  all  land  allocated  for 
private  building  shall  be  purchased  and  contracts  executed  for  build- 
ing thereon; 

(7)  That  land  to  be  sold  shall  be  sold  in  blocs  which  shall  not 
exclude  the  small  builder  and  investor  and  that  this  sale,  exchange, 
leasing  and  transfer  of  land  shall  be  under  the  final  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  its  designated  representative; 

(8)  That  present  owners  in  Diamonds  Heights  shall  be  permitted 
to  exchange  lots,  under  the  provisions  of  all  applicable  laws,  where 
the  owner  desires  to  exchange  property  designated  for  multi-family 
dwellings  for  single  family  dwelling; 

(9)  That  present  owners  may  sell   or  transfer  their  property   if 

or  trail  assumes  the  obligations  of  the  Participation 

Agreement; 

(10)  That  present  owners  shall  be  given  credit  for  utilities  already 
installed  and  paid  for.  where  utilities  are  to  be  replaced; 

(11)  That  present  owners  be  permitted  to  participate,  even  though 
they  cannot  arrive  at  an  agreement  as  to  price  within  the  designated 
time,  so  long  as  a  tentative  agreement  to  participate  is  executed, 
binding  both  parties  to  all  phases  of  the  contract  except  the  price; 

(12)  That  the  Participation  Agreements  shall  impose  no  addi- 
tional burdens  upon  participating  owners  which  is  not  specifically 
provided  for  in  the  final  plan;  that  said  Agreements  shall  be  specific 
as  to  all  duties  and  benefits  of  the  contracting  parties;  that  the 
present  owners  shall  not  be  required,  as  a  condition  of  participation 
in  'he  redevelopment  project,  to  waive  any  constitutional  or  statutory 
right; 

(13)  That  regardless  of  the  success  or  failure  of  the  contemplated 
project  and  regardless  of  the  completion  or  abandonment  of  the 
final  plan,  the  zoning  and  building  restrictions  provided  for  in  the 
final  plans  shall  be  maintained  and  enforced  for  the  protection  of 
all  present  owners  and  others  who  participate  in  the  redevelopment 
project  in  reliance  of  the  provisions  of  the  final  plan; 

(14)  That  the  Final  Plan  be  revised  to  bring  the  proposed  housing 
structures  in  conformity  with  present  and  future  housing  needs  of 
San  Francisco; 

(15)  That  the  land  disposition  plan,  in  detail,  shall  be  included 
in  the  final  plan; 

(16)  That  final  engineering  shall  be  completed  before  execution 
of  any  participation  agreements; 

(17)  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  retain  final  control  over 
every  phase  of  the  Final  Plan  with  right  of  review  and  veto  over 
any  proposed  or  contemplated  act  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency, 
including   the  expenditure   of  monies — whether   local  or  Federal. 

(18)  That  the  above   17   proposals   be  adopted   as   a   part   of  the 
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proposed  Final  Plan  for  the  Redevelopment  of  Diamond  Heights  and 
shall  supersede  and  control   over  any   inconsistent   parts   thereof.

Mr.  Werchick  concluded  by  emphasizing  that  all  phases  of  the 
Final  Plan  should  be  under  the  sole  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  so  that  in  the  event  errors  have  been  made  by  the 
Redevelopment  Agency,  the  Board  would  then  be  in  a  position  to 
correct  them. 

Mr.  Morley  Goldberg  of  the  City  Attorneys'  office,  representing 
the  Redevelopment  Agency,  pointed  out  that  the  redevelopment  of 
Diamond  Heights  has  been  given  careful  consideration  and  study 
for  many  years.  The  Redevelopment  Agency,  the  City  Planning 
Commission,  private  groups  and  other  city  departments  have  cooper- 
ated wholeheartedly.  Mr.  Goldberg  stated  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment insists  on  competitive  bidding.  The  property  owners  will  be 
allowed  to  stay,  but  probably  portions  of  their  property  may  have 
to  be  taken  for  street  purposes.  If  the  property  owner  objects,  the 
entire  property  will  have  to  be  taken  over  through  eminent  domain 
proceedings.  He  added  that  owner  participation  is  included  in  the 
Final  Plan,  and  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  control  over  the 
activities  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency  as  well  as  its  budget. 

The  President  of  the  Board  objected  to  the  disclosed  fact  that  the 
Real  Estate  Department  will  not  perform  all  of  the  appraisal  work 
involved.

Mr.  Eugene  Riordan,  Executive  Director  for  the  Redevelopment 
Agency,  replied  that  such  could  not  be  followed  since  the  law  did 
not  permit  of  such  procedure.

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He  further  stated  that  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  had  been 
given  a  list  of  intersections  where  it  had  been  reported  that  trains 
wore  blocking  the  street  and  he  had  been  notified  that  they  had 
assigned  men  to  these  intersections  to  expedite  the  moving  of  the 
train. 

He  also  remarked  that  he  had  information  relative  to  other  streets 
where  the  trains  were  blocking  the  intersections  which  would  be 
closely  watched,  but  that  information  relative  to  the  locations  of  the 
streets  involved  would  not  be  given  to  the  Southern  Pacific  Company. 

Supervisor  Carberry  remarked  that  he  believed  that  the  Police 
Committee  should  be  informed  about  any  intersections  that  are  being 
blocked  by  the  trains,  so  that  information  could  be  secured  from  the 
Police  Department  as  to  whether  or  not  such  allegations  were  true.

Dwelling  Unit. 

Supervisor  McAteer  requested  that  the  Clerk  direct  a  communica- 
tion to  the  City  Attorney  asking  that  he  prepare  legislation  making 
it  mandatory  that  in  all  future  construction  in  San  Francisco  provi- 
sion be  made  for  one  parking  space  for  each  dwelling  unit.

Allocation  to  cities  and  counties  are  regulated  by 
a  formula  favoring  rural  areas.  It  was  likewise  pointed  out  that  the 
initiative  petition  would  provide  for  an  apportionment  of  the  funds 
on  the  basis  of  automobile  registration  so  that  the  bulk  of  the  money 
would  revert  to  the  more  populated  areas.
